We are now in an era ot “news 
m anagem ent” by the Washington 
government. Unless the public and 
the Congicss are able to put an 
end to this practice, there will be 
no way tor our people to know 
what is really ahppening in policy 
and to them. Until news m anage­ 
ment is stopped, A m ericans m ust 
train them selves to exam ine the 
news with a new, analytical ap­ 
proach. 
News m anagem ent as practiced 
for y ears by the com m unists, and 
now as employed by our govern­ 
m ent, is the process of controlling 
events and inform ation about event 
for the purpose of creating aesired 
political and psychological effects, 
its tactics require the dissem ina-

What is between the lines can tell 
more than appears in the writing. 
Under news m anagem ent, words 
annul be accepted at face value. 
One lias to pay attention to what is 
om itted, or w hat does not appear 
in the visible event. 


W hat can be most im portant in 
an era of news m anagem ent is to 
determ ine the true source of a 
story, or the real instigator oi an 
event. 
In 
m anaging 
news, 
the 
source is arranged according to the 
im pression or im pact desired to be 
conveyed. The source can be the 
governm ent 
itself, 
which 
would 
m ake it a "w hite” or overt opera­ 
tion. Or die news can be planted 
in a non-go\ ernm ental source, with 
or without the la tte r’s knowledge, 
an opera lion called ‘‘gray ” in the 
propaganda pressure business. Or 
it can be m ade to em anate from an 
enem y source — pro-com m unist or 
actually com m unist — m aking it a 
“ black” or clandestine operation. 
These form erly w ere m atters thai 
only the professionals needed to 
know. Nowadays with w ar as to­ 
tal, our legislators, editors and the 
clergy m ust know about these tac­ 
tics, too. The legislators m ust know 
them, but they m ust rem ain dedi­ 
cated to the constitutional form of 


our threatened free society, eter­ 
nally vigilant for its preservation. 
They m ust be dedk ated 
to 
the 
swift destruction ol this totalitar­ 
ian practice. We m ust know about 
these tactics in order to detect the 
propaganda booby traps laid lor us. 
w hether by the power-driven, the 
eiassly conceited, or the traitor, or 
by com m unist psychological w ar­ 
fare 
talfs. 
O rdinarily. w e judge news by its 
position in ¡he paper 
or by the 
size of the headline over jt. Un­ 
der news m anagem ent, what ap­ 
pears to the editor and reader 
alike as a m inor item might real­ 
ly be the “ big story” of the day. 
We m ust learn to detect th;s. The 
single item of a few lines m ust be 
gauged in relation to the te st of 
the news, and what we know is 
happening, for its true significance 
to be grasped. Form erly, this ad­ 
ditional sense in reading news had 
to be acquired only in totalitarian 
countries. Shocking as it is to re ­ 
late. until the practice of news 
m anagem ent is erased from our 
society, we have to develop this 
talent, too. 
The arrest several weeks ago of 
a few Cubans preparing a raid on 
the Red Cuban coastline was such

been a way of letting Khruschev 
know that our governm ent was put- ' 
ung into effect the pledge that 
President Kennedy' referred to in j 
his note to the red chief, that we 
would not perm it a free force to 
seek to liberate Cuba from the out­ 
side.

News m anagem ent becam e in­

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Country Store Had Different 
Look at Christmas

For pure delight in memories of 
Christmas tim e nothing s brighter 
for me than the recollections of 
the two 
“general 
m erchandise” 
stores that served Maple Hill, Kas., 
when I was a boy. 
And yet, when I try today to 
rationalize the enthusiasm I once 
had for these stores in the holiday 
season I find it extremely difficult 
because they actually had so little 
to display that I wonder where I 
got the thrill. But I did and so 
did a lot of other beys and girls, 
and perhaps our parents, too. 
Our two stores were 1-story af­ 
fairs. Dave Stewart’s store was m 
a 2-story stone building, but the 
top floor was used by the Masonic 
and Woodman lodges. R. T. Up- 
degraff a place was a 1-story fram e 
building. Both had warehouses at 
the back w here sacks, boxes and 
barrels of merchandise were kept. 
Great Variety 
The stores were divided within 
•bout the same. Along one side 
were the grocery and m eat coun­ 
ters. Down 
through 
the 
center 
were tables for such items as over­ 
alls, jackets, hats, caps, overshoes 
and the like. On the 
ther 
side 
yard goods were displayed at a 
long counter 
where there 
were 
stools on which women could sif as 
they examined the bolts of cloth. 
Near the front was the candy 
counter, a glass case which held 
trays of lemon drops, gum drops, 
licorice pipes, jawbreakers, candy 
corn, white and pink peppermints. 
There were a lot of other things 
in the stores, too, of course, such 
as sacks of potatoes, onions and 
apples. When you asked for a gal­ 
lon of coal oil, a clerk took the 
empty can back to the warehouse 
to fill it from a barrel. He did the 
same for vinegar. 
In fact, 
the 
stores 
ordinarily 
were utilitarian to the nth degree 
as there was no effort whatever to 
dress up any product. They had 
things to sell, and people knew 
that was where they were going to 
buy them. 
A Friish Appearance 
But at Christmas time every­ 
thing was different — at least for 
a small youngster. The overalls, 
overshoes, coats and jackets were 
removed from the center counters 
and in their stead came new toys 
plus all the old ones that hadn’t 
sold the year before and had been 
stored in boxes in the warehouse. 
There were no electric lights to 
gleam, no moving Santa Clauses 
or dolls, no m iniature trains duck­ 
ing In and out of tunnels — just 
sleds, dolls, wind-up gadgets, balls, 
punching bags, popguns — there 
m ust have been more because the 
counters seemed so fuil. 
You walked round and round, 
touching this one and 
admiring 
that one, as your folks shopped for 
the groceries. 
If something was 
gone one day you wundered who 
would be the lucky youngster — 
maybe you? 
Mom and Dad would talk slyly to 
Mr. Stewart or Mr. Ui uegraff. Dad 
would say, “Dove, do you think 
Santa Claus might have a sled just 
like that one on the counter, if 
we’d put in an order?” 
Mr. Stewart would turn to us 
boys and ask if we'd like for him 
to put in a good word to Santa 
about that sled. 
“Aw, we 
know there ain’t no 
Santa Claus, you can’t fool us,” 
w e ’d reply. 
“Well, 
you’d 
like 
that 
sled, 
wouldn’t you?” Mr. Stewart would 
continue. 
“Yep,” we d say hopefully, look­ 
ing Dad right in the eye. 
Christmas morning we’d bo prop­ 
erly surprised. There was a brand 
new sled. 
The sleds, incidentally, were of 
a kind I never see any more. They 
were of wood, scarcely five inches 
high, and had rounded steel run­ 
ners. You always rode them belly- 
buster, as there was 110 place to 
put your feet if you tried to ride 
them in a sitting position. 
The banker’s son had a flexible 
sled you could steer, but it was 
the only one in town. We had a 
wonderful hill west of town for 
coasting. 
For the Sweet Tooth. 
The candy counter changed tod 
at Christmas time. Trays were 
piled high with colored candies, 
mostly red. Instead of buying a 
penny’s worth, which was our us­ 
ual purchase, with delight we’d 
hear Dad say to Mr. Updegraff,

Everybody came into town 
on Saturday night to buy groceries 
and “settle up.” We didn’t have 
time payment plans such as today, 
but practically everybody “charged 
it” until Saturday night. 
With a Purpose. 
My’ brothers and I trailed along 
with our father when he went to 
settle up. We had a special reason. 
It would be on Saturday night 
and Mom long since would have 
been in first one store and then 
the other to sit on the stools at the 
dry goods counters to visit wdth 
the farm women jn town for the 
evening. We boys would be chasing 
up and down the sidewalks with no 
real purpose in mind. 
Dad would have gone to the bar­ 
ber shop for his shave and he 
would have visited with the men 
up and down the street. Occasional­ 
ly he’d cross over to our black­ 
smith shop, and light the lamp at 
the dusty desk where he kept his 
books, so that some farm er could 
settle up with him. 
Mostly they’d say, “Just fill out 
the check, 
John, 
I’ll sign 
it.” 
Farm er’s hands usually weren’t in 
good condition for writing. 
But 
their signatures were good at the 
Stockgrowers State bank. 
Actually, not too much cash 
changed hands even on Saturday 
night. 
Farm ers 
either paid 
by 
check or, at the stores, traded in 
their eggs, butter and chickens for 
groceries. 
A 
farm 
wife 
w h o 
brought m enough eggs to pay for 
toe grocieries and still had a little 
left over was looked upon as a 
sm art woman. People wouid say, 
“There are folks who will get 
ahead.” 
Eventually all this trading would 
be over. Farm ers would load their 
families into wagons or toeir mod­ 
el T’s and head out toe dark roads 
for home. There’d be no more 
boys to run up and down toe 
sheets. Only a few people would 
be in the stores. Dad then w’ould 
go imo Stew art’s and rem ark cas­ 
ually, “What’s it amount to to­ 
night, Dave?" 
A Little Bonus. 
Mr. Stewart would add quickly 
toe purchases 
Mom had made 
that evening. There would be lit­ 
tle slips for purchases made each 
day of toe week. While Dad was 
was writing out toe check, toe 
grocer would fill a small sack with 
candy. Grocer Upoegraif would to 
toe same thing — we divided our 
trade. 
ineidentaly, the grocery stores 
at Maple Hill have modernized 
considerably since 1 was a candy 
buyer, but they still give sacks of 
toe candy to their regular custo­ 
mers when they settle up. 
Personal service play ed a major 
role in toe small town grocery 
store. Both grocers, for instance, 
had delivery wagons. Updegraff 
had a pretty, all-black m are that 
pulled his wagon, while Stewart 
used a large dapple gray. It was 
customary for the folks in town to 
call in their orders each day, par­ 
ticularly tor m eats, as few had ice 
boxes. The most usual order from 
our house was “A quarter's worth 
of stead.” I don’t recall toe weight, 
but that apparently was toe right 
amount for a meal. Working in a 
blacksmith shop, my father need­ 
ed good food. We bought loto oi 
“boiling beef” and soup was a fre­ 
quent dish 011 our table, particu­ 
larly in cold w’eather. in fact, veg­ 
etable soup was kept warm from 
one m eal to the next on toe back 
lid of toe coal range. Nobody ever 
made better soup than that. 
The Ice Cooler. 
At the store, m eat wras kept in a 
cooler cooled with cakes of ice in 
warm weather. When you placed 
your order, the grocer lifted a huge 
piece of beef from the cooler to 
toe m eat block and cut the piece 
you wanted. His cleaver hung on 
a hook on toe block, while his 
saw hung on a hook overhead. 
Butter, too, was kept in the cool­ 
er. If you were particular, you 
checked with the grocer to see if 
Mrs. So and So had brought her 
butter to town. While there were 
some things 
people didn’t talk 
about, it was no secret that some 
farm women made better butter 
than others. A few molded their 
butter with pretty designs and the 
mold became their trade-mark. 
The grocer ladled lard out of a 
wood tub and put it into little wood 
trays. Lard m ust have been expen­ 
sive because I can recall the wo­ 
men discussing recipes and they’d 
say something was good, but “it 
just takes too much lard.” 
Then there wras a substitute that 
came along, called cotta suet. It 
was a substance that looked like 
lard, but w’as yellow. It, too, came 
in a wood tub. People weren't sure 
whether they should use a short­ 
ening that wasn’t the real thing 
!ike lard, but it was cheaper. 
Glamour played no part in toe old 
store, and the built-in maid service 
they talk about so much today in 
reference to oven-ready products 
just hadn’t been discovered.

President 
Kennedy’s 
sledge - 
hammer blow at missle space in­ 
dustry firms in the current labor 
dispute 
has faded his 
attack on 
U. S. Steel to the proportion of a 
faint slap on the w rist 
A naked display of Presidential 
power ha^ put an end to any sem­ 
blance of fair negotiation in the dis­ 
pute between four industry firms 
and 
the 
UAW-IAM 
labor 
com­ 
bine. The President has chosen as 
the point for his intervention an 
issue which again will not set well 
with business. It should be equally 
abhorrent to knowledgeable labor 
leaders. 
His forcing of a union shop on 
industry firms is unsound labor 
practice. It is not the union shop 
we objec t to: it is the crass action 
of the President. 
With one deft phrase, he has 
w’iped out weeks of negotiating and 
handed to the unions 
what ihev 
have not been able to achieve in 
years of careful collective bar­ 
gaining by both sides. 
The President's statement that, 
if the companies refused to accept 
the advisory board’s union shop 
decision and a strike followed, “the 
responsibility would be very clear, 
I think, to the American people.” 
w’as crushing to industry manage­ 
ment. 
This is not labor negotiation. It 
is imnosilion of labor demands by 
Presidential fiat. It destroys the de­ 
licate balance of power which is at 
the heart of all successful collec­ 
tive bargaining. 
President K ennedy is using the 
threat of American public opinion 
to force a settlement on the com­ 
panies w’hich the unions themselves 
have not been able to obtain. We 
do not believe the American public 
is in accord with such flagrant tac­ 
tics. 
The President is saying to indus­ 
try management, in effect. “Accept 
the settlement we want or we will 
see to it that the guilt is placed 
squarely on your heads.” 
That is toe act of a dictator how- 
ever benign. 
But the full brutality of the act 
is not apparent even from the 
statem ent wielding the threat of 
public opinion. The companies in­ 
volved all are missile - space con­ 
tractors. Their dependence on gov­ 
ernment goodwill is heavy. To 
risk the President’s displeasure by 
not acceding to his demand is to 
risk a black - listing. 
The threat of a massive public 
relations onslaught such as toe one 
which forced U. S. Steel’s Roger 
Blough to capitulate, combined with 
toe threat of financial disaster 
through loss of contracts, is the 
strongest use of Presidential force 
against business to date. 
The afction of Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp.. in rising immediately to op­ 
pose the President on the issue is 
to be warmly commended in these 
circumstances. It is more than a 
display of healthy self - interest: 
it is an act of bravery in support 
oi toe industry. 
Lockheed has been the only one 
of the four firms to go publicly on 
record with a vigorous defense. 
The President's demand brought a 
strong retort from Lockhee i Chair­ 
man 
Courtlandt 
Gross 
w’hich 
termed both the advisory board re­ 
port and toe Kennedy comment 


“not in the public interest.” 
Chairman Gross suggested the 
President had violated toe intent 
of Congress that free collective 
bargaining be the approved w:ay 
to settle labor disputes. He also 
was quick to point ou ha mor 
was quick to point out that more 
than half of Lockheed’s California 
employees are not union mem­ 
bers. 
The Lockheed reaction is even 
more impressive when judged in 
light of this fact — since toe ad­ 
visory board’s recommendation of 
a vote on a union shop may still 
leave Lockheed without a union 
shop. 
We admire guts and in this case, 
the industry most certainly has 
looked to Lockheed for leadership. 
The remainder of the industry—for 
its 
ow’n 
preservation — should 
take an equaly strong stand, whe­ 
ther among the four companies 
presenty threatened or not. The 
time to take that stand is now. 
The President did not. in the U. 
S. Steel case, show any reluctance 
in using the threat of defense con­ 
tracts to force his desires on the 
steel companies. He undoubtedly 
would not hesitate to do it again. 
As long as this threat is allowed 
to go unchallenged, the missile - 
space industry will be a captive of 
Presidential whim. The only way to 
fight is to fight. For the remainder 
of the industry to allow Lockheed 
to carry the battle alone is cow­ 
ardice.

which carry the tag lines, “An 
Equal Ooportunity Employer, No 
U. S. Steel Used in This Product, 
Built in a Union Shop.” 
Granted, it is difficult for this 
industry to fight the government 
for freedom in this and many other 
instances. If it does not draw the 
line somewhere, if it continues to 
allow the government to dictate 
unrealistic terms in labor contracts 
and in defense contracts, it is not 
deserving of sympathy. 
We care not whether union shops 
are good or bad 
for the indus­ 
try. That is for the labor and man­ 
agement segments of the industry 
to work out freely at the collec­ 
tive bargaining table. But we do 
care when we see the industry we 
serve abused by dictatorial action 
— from anyone. — William J.

MCPA Outlines 6 Basic Aims 
Of A Sound Cotton Program 


In a round of Washington ses­ 
sions including an ap i^arance be­ 
fore the Cotton Sub - com m ittee of 
the House Com m ittee on Agricul­ 
ture. ? conference vith "he Under 
Secretary of Agriculture, and sev­ 
eral m eetings with reu rc. eniatives 
of other cotton group:1, o'fi; :als of 
Missouri Cotton Producers A-soc- 
iat'on last week called for an in­ 
crease in the 1963 cotton acreage 
allotm ent through 
an 
individual 
producer choice plan, and a dom ­ 
estic equalization pavm ent to the 
last buyer of the cotton crop to 
elim inate the current inequity be­ 
tween dom estic and foreign prices. 
MCPA officials, Victor Downing, 
president: 
A. 
L. Story, director; 
and Hilton B racev executive offic­ 
er. outlined w hat Missouri cotton 
interests consider to be the six 
basic objectives of a sound cotton 
program : 
1. To enable cotton producers to 
obtain a fair income based on their 
investm ent and m anagerial ability 
— 
including 
the opportunity 
to 
participate in 
production control 
program s according to their indivi­ 
dual needs and conditions. 
2. To m ake l \ S. grown cotton 
com petitive both in price and qual­ 
ity in foreign m arkets, with foreign 
grown cotton and man - made lib­ 
ers 
- 
w i t h o u t discrim inating 
against dom estic cotton mills, the 
prim ary m arket for V. S. cotton. 
.1. To m ake U. S. grown cotton 
com petitive wuh man - m ade fi­ 
bers in !tie dom estic m arket. 
4. To m inimize costs to U. S. 
Taxpayers. 
5. To p re\en t the accum ulation 
of new surpluses. 
6. To m arket cotton through nor­ 
mal channels of trade. 
The MCPA officials stressed that 
all of these objectives m ust be 
m et to have a sound and workable 
long-range program . They urged 
that the economic position of cot­ 
ton producer* m ust V m aintained 
and if possible strengthened. They 
said that we m ust place U. S. cot­ 
ton on a basis of equality with 
foreign 
com petition 
without dis­ 
crim inating against domestic cot­ 
ton m ills, and that the alternative 
to meeting the price competition of 
m an - m ade fibers in the domestic 
m arket is the surrender by pro­ 
ducers of the r right to produce and 
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sell cotton. The MCPA spokesmen 
said that the things that need to 
be done for cotton and cotton pro­ 
ducers m ust be dorm at the lowest 
ijossible cost to the taxpaying pub­ 
lic, and that they would not know- 
ngly contribute to the rebuilding of 
the burdensom e suri:lu.'iv- ot the 
mid - Fifties. The\ al o em phftiz- 
od that oroducers w ant to m aintain 
the norm al m arketing m achinery 
for cotton, and in so far a? pos­ 
sible keep the Governm ent out of 
the business of buying, transport­ 
ing. storing and selling cotton. 
To meet the needs of cotton and 
cotton producers, the MCPA offi­ 
cials recom m ended that additional 
legislative authority be provided 
in two general areas; 
They urged that sound economic 
principles should be provided in 
future cotton price support and ac­ 
reage 
determ inations. 
The 
fact 
that some 75 per cent of ail cot­ 
ton allotm ents are under 15 acres, 
and that producers in this group 
account for only 23 ;>er cent of the 
total acreage and about 20 per 
cent of our total coton production, 
indicates that any program tailor­ 
ed to fit such a small percentage of 
our total production would continue 
to fall short of m eeting the basic 
needs of cotton and cotton produc­ 
ers. On the other hand, any pro­ 
gram designed solely for larger 
or com m ercial producers produe- j 
ing the bulk of the cotton crop 
could only result in the displacing 
of a large m ajority of the produc­ 
er.-, with un-econornic acreages, 
i 
Efficiencies of production vary 
widely in different sections of the 
Cotton Beit. Some producers are 
able, because of better land, larg­ 
er operations, the application of 
tehcnology and the ability to ob­ 
tain needed capital, to produce and 
sell cotton for a lower price than 
other farm ers who are lim ited in 
some or all of tlie^e areas. For 
these reasons, the MCPA officials 
recommended that producers be j 
allowed lo participate in acreage !

Many 
cotton producers, they said, are 
anxious to expand their produc­

funds in return for the opportunity 
to produce m ore cotton. These pro­ 
ducers are generally in areas of 
the Cotton Belt that have not bene- 
fitled to any great extent from the 
Release and Reapportionm ent P ro­ 
gram . They have had no way to 
recover from drastic cuts in indi­ 
vidual farm acreage, and they, un­ 
like m any other individual produc­ 
ers, are paying the full price for 
price support protection.

We are now in au era oi “news 
management” by the Washington 
government. Unless the public and 
the Cong: ess are able to put an 
end to this practice, there will be 
no way for our people 
to 
know 
what is really ahppening in policy 
and to them. Until news m anage­ 
ment is stopped, Americans must 
train themselves to examine the 
new's with a new, 
analytical ap­ 
proach. 
News management as practiced 
for years by the communists, and 
now as employed by our govern­ 
ment, is the process of controlling 
events and information about event 
tor the purpose of creating aesired 
puiiticaJ and psychological effects. 
Its tactics require the dissemina- 
tion of partial information, misin­ 
formation, and outright lies. Even 
if our government were using this 
tactic

a 
weapon 
against the 
communists, as it has claim ed, the 
m ajor casualties will be among the 
American people and their liber­ 
ties. The press inevitably becomes 
tiie first of these casualties. 


Under news management, mfor- 
nation is exploited to manipulate

politics. A prerequisite i.s that ua- 
tionai policy be hidden from both 
the public and the Congress.

News man­ 
agement inevitably has to do with 
both the event that constitutes the 
news 
and its 
written or 
spoken 
product. The former is the crux of 
it. 


A policy that tampers with news 
information, whether in time, place 
or accuracy, 
cannot 
be pursued 
without similarly doctoring or ar­ 
ranging the events that constitute 
the nc ws. These two processes go 
together in managed news. Deceit, 
is an unavoidable ingredient. 
When news is managed, one has 
to read between the lines to try to 
get at what 
is 
really' 
the 
fact.

What is between the lines can tell 
nore than appears in tht writing. 
Under news management, words 
’annul i>e accepted at face value. 
One has to pay attention to what is 
omitted, or what does not appear 
m the visible event. 


What can be most important in 
an era of news management L to 
determ ine the 
true source of 
a 
lory, or the real instigator oi an 
event. 
In 
managing 
news, 
the 
source is arranged according to the 
impression or im pact desired to be 
conveyed. The source can be the 
government 
itself, 
which 
would 
make it a “w hite'’ or overt opera­ 
tion. Or die news can be planted 
in a non-governmental source, with 
or without the latter's knowledge, 
an operation called “gray” in the 
propaganda pressure business. Or 
it can be made to em anate from an 
enemy source — pro-communist or 
actually communist — making it a 
“black" or clandestine operation. 
These formerly were m atters tha; 
only the 
professionals needed to 
know. Nowadays with war as to­ 
tal, our legislators, editors and the 
c l e r g y must know about these tac­ 
tics, too. The legislators must know 
them, but. they must remain dedi­ 
cated to the constitutional form of 


our threatened free society, eter­ 
nally vigilant for its preservation. 
They must be 
dedk ated 
to 
the 
-wift destruction ol this totalitar­ 
ian practice. We must know a bom 
these tactics in order to detect the 
propaganda booby traps laid for us. 
whetlier by the power-driven, the 
eiassly conceited, or the traitor, or 
by communist psychological war­ 
fare staffs. 
Ordinarily, we judge news by its 
position in ihe paper 
or by the 
size of the headline over it. Un­ 
der news management, 
what 
ap­ 
pears to 
the 
editor 
and 
reader 
alike as a minor item might real­ 
ly be the “big story” of the day. 


We must learn to detect this. The 
single ite.n of a few lines must be 
gauged in relation to the iest of 
the news, and what we know is 
happening, for its true significance 
to be grasped. Form erly, this ad­ 
ditional sense in reading news had 
to be acquired only ir, totalitarian 
countries. Shocking as it is to re­ 
late. until the 
practice 
of news 
management is erased from our 
society, we have to develop 
this 
talent, too. 
The arrest several weeks ago of 
a few Cubans preparing a raid on 
the Red Cuban coastline was such

an item. This might 
well 
have 
been a w a y of letting Khruschev 
know that our government was put­ 
ting into effect the 
pledge 
that 
President Kennedy referred to in 
his note to the red chief, that we 
would not permit a free force to 
seek to li’ crate Cuba from the out­ 
side. This, too, could be a way of 
reassuring 'him that our govern­ 
ment has abandoned the Monroe 
Doctrine. 


Shocking, but such po.-sibilities 
and such 
suspicions 
become 
in­ 
evitable since the pandora's box of 
news management was opened by 
Arthur Sylvester’s statement. Until 
the truthiul approach to our in­ 
formation. and its unimpeded avail­ 
ability, and which a free society de­ 
pends 
are guaranteed anew, and 
clear evidence giv en that this guar­ 
antee is inflexible, this will remain 
the situation. 


News management 
became 
in­ 
evitable once the government set 
upon a policy of speaking 
“with 
one voice” . Each step leads to the 
other as irrevocably as a small lie 
can build up into a massive crim e. 
The route this unavoidably lead- 
to is dictatorship. We are already 
in the process of being manipulat­ 
ed into a totalitarian-type control, 
under the guise of providing us se­ 
curity and opposing communist ag 
gresstion. 
So long as those supporting tin 
policy remain in their positions oi 
power, it is extrem ely doubtful if 
a wholseome clim ate can be re 
stored to our press 
and to our 
country. 
Inevitably 
too, 
news 
manage­ 
ment in m atters ot foreign rela­ 
tions implicate and include domes­ 
tic jxilitic-. The link is inescapable, 
and 
the growing temptation un­ 
avoidable. This is why our fore­ 
fathers had the astuteness to set 
up die government they did, of 
checks and palances. A w’hole ser­
